SERVANT TROUBLE. 


Peak Resident's Experience. 


Because no caomshaw, or, at 
any rate, one considered to be 
ingufficient in amount, was given 
to the market coolio when he was 
dismissed from service, the other 
servants of Mr. J. E. Olertan, of 
No. 175 the Peak, struck work 
and left in a body on the Ist. of 
April. As « result, they were 


ong {charged before the Magistrate 


for leaving withont notice and 
with disorderly conduct, in that 
they were insolent to their 
eroployer. - 
Tha case, which hed been ad- 
journed from last. week, was 
again heard by Mr. J. R. Wood 
thia morning. The explanation 
which Mr. Ollerton gave inthe 
witness box was that these three 
servants wore transferred to him 
by Mr. JW White (ofthe Pablic 
Works Department) when he 
took over~the house from the 
latteron 26th March, They had 
been paid their wages for the fall 
month, before the transference, 
services with Mr. 

QUerton would therefore be 
reckored to date as from 
the Ist of April, which was, 
also the date of the com- 
mancement of the lease. Only 
the market coolie was not requir. 
ed by Mr. Ollerton, and this mao, 
like the others, had also been 
paid his wages in fall. When on 
the morning of the Istof April, 
whilst breakfast was being served, 
the house-boy said te Mr. Oller. 
ton: “You pay coolie’s wages, 
No.1 day coolie go away,” ho 
uoderatood that the reference was 
not to “wages,” which had al- 
teady been paid by Mr. White, 
bottoa cumshew. Accordingly 
Mr. Ollerton told the houseboy 
to come and see him about the 
matter again the following day. 
On the following morning, 
before breakfast was served, 
Mr. Ollerton gave §1 to 
the houseboy .to hand over 
to the market coolie as cumshaw. 
To reply, the boy said that one 


dollar was not sufficient wages. | 


“Why wages?” ‘asked Mr. 
Ollerton.” You heve al) 
paid, and this is cumshaw ". 


“Instead of replying quietly,” 
Mr. Ollerton told the Magistrate, 
“the houseboy shouted, screamed 
in fact, these words ‘You py no 
wages, [10 away, and IJ take 
other men with me.” At the 
samo time he ran out, 
still shouting, A few minutes 
later she housscsolia came 
and said:—‘Master, boy say 
you no pay wages. I go too.’ 
Seeing that I,could not get any 
more breakfast, I left for the 
office. As I wontoutl saw the 
servants packing up their things.” 

Mrs. Ollerton said that she 
asked for 2 fruit stand and a 
finger bowl, but the servants did 
mot carry out.the order. Ateleven 
o'clock she rant the belland when 
the boy appeared, she asked him 
what he and the others intanded 
to do, adding that if they decided 
to remain in her service 
they would be treated fairly. 
The boy,. in reply, said 
that it waa not their intentian to 
remain. If she wanted tiffin she 
could cook it hersalf. 


To the two defendants, the boy 
and the gardener. the Magistrate 
said:—There ara two charges 
against you. The first is that 
you feft without notice, and the 
secand charge is that you were 
ingoient to your employer on the 
morning of the 2nd. What have 
you got to say? . 

The boy -—I finished my daties 
before leaving. The resson why 
I left is that the market coolie 
was not paid his wages. 

His Worship:—But your old 
employer has paid all your wages.

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A Soviet Narrative. 


A'Bolshevist account of the ex- 
ecution of the late Emperor 
Nicholas and his family which is 
stated to have taken place 
on the night of July ‘16, 
1918, has been made public in a 
pamphlet written by P. Bykoff, 
former chairman of the Exster- 
inburg Soviet. ne 

Ik was inspired by the Com- 
munist opinign that the'story of 
the execution should be told from 
the Bolshevist side. But appar- 
ently it did not meet with the &p- 
proval of the higher official for, 
although it was published in the 
closing days of 1921, it was ime 
mediately withdrawn from cir- 
culation, The book was printed 
by the state printing department 
ofthe Brat district government 
ro this city and gives & general 
review of the labour revolution in 
the Urals. The last chapter in it 
records the Emperor's death and 
ig entitled, The Last Days of the 
Czar.” mo : 

The book was obviously cen- 
sored carefully before it was 
published as it lacks many details 
of the execution which ordinarily 
would have been given by eyo 
witnesses. It attempts to justify 
the execution by explaining that 
the Orenburg Cossacks were then 
threatening Ekaterinburg from 
the south; the Czechoslovak 
forces were pressing in from the 
east and letters had been receiv- 
ed showing that plots were being 
formed to deliver the imperiat 
family to the counter-revolution- 
ists. Two extracts from letters 
&fe quoted as evidence of the ex- 
istence of these plots. 

According to Bykoff’s account 
the last words of the Emperor 
when he acd his family wera ted 
Unexpectedly into the basement 
Of their prison and told that all 
the Romanoffs must die, were: 
* But are we not to be taken any- 
where?” 

The Empresa and her four 
Caughters (the Grand Duchesses 
Olga, Tatiana, Anastasia, and 
Marie) and the little Czarevitch 
and the remaining merubers of 
the household of 11 were 80 
stunned that they said nothing

The 
identity of the members of tha 
execution squad is not revealed 

The pampblet places the rer 
sponsibility for the execution of 
the Romanoffs directly upon the 
Ural district sovist which decided 
early in July, 1918,. that the 
Czar and his femily must dio and 
entrusted the execution of the 
sentence and the destroying of 
the bodies to Peter Ermakoff an 
old workcan of the Upper-Is- 
setsky Works. 

Asdieff, commandant of the 
house, read the sentence, accord- 
ing to Bykoff’s story, and there 
were only four witnesses. Bat it 
is nob indicated whether Avdieff 
shot or even witnessed the death 
of the imperial family. 

There were no statements in 
Bykoff's account wh ch indicate 
that the Ural distric: sovies 
carried out the execution under 
direct orders from Moscow. 

The Romanoffs. were in their 
ordinary clothing when shot, It 
was not their custom to retire 
until long after 10 o'clock at 
night. Cossequently all were 
still dressed when the ill-fsted 
Sroup of 1! was unexpectedly 
ordered to the basement xnd shot. 

Bykofs story says the guards 
outside the house and the public 
were kept in ignorance of the 
shooting by a noisy automobile 
ontside which drowned the pistot 
Yeports. 

At. one o'clock 
morning the 
were secretly removed from 
the honse and taken to 
@ oeighboaring wood. There 
the clothing was removed. The 
bodies were burned first and {hen 
the clothing. Bykoff says the 
jewelsead fragments of jawellery 
which Admiral Kolchak’s officers

Parents Take Action. 

A Parents’ Association, to Tep- 
resent puolic opinion regarding 
English public and Private schoo! 
education, was formed at a meat- 
ing held under the. chairmanship 
af Sir Recnoll Rodd, at his house, 
25, Cavendish-square, London. 

Sir Ronnell. Rod? said that

Times bad shown the wide 
interest that was taken in the 
quastion of feeding of school. 
boys; his own ictereat had boen 
in rather the intellectual than the 
physical tnanition prevailing in 
our public’ schools. He had 
studied the methods of the Con- 
tinent, and bearing in mind his 
personal experiences of English 
methods, bad come to the definite 
conclasion that there was some- 
thing in our system which indis- 
posed body to vtudy: made stody 
uninteresting, unpalatable, even 
“unfashionable.”

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BETTER OUTLOOK FOR 
COAL. 


Signs of a Permanent 
Improvement. 


The spectacular chances in the 
coal industry durinz the past 
three or four weeks have seemed 
almost too goodtelast. Hut iast- 
ing they are, and lasting they ure 
likely fo continue. It follows 
that notonly everybody engaged 
in the coal indu-try but every- 
hody who lives by the prcsperity 
of British horne and overseas trade 
is lixely to benefit, writes a special 
correspondent in the Gheerrer, 

Take first the case of output. 
The return just issued on account 
ofthe week ending February 11 
shows a total production of 
"4,902,500 tons, and Tam told that 
the next figure «ill appropriate to 
5,000,000 tons, reached onl¥ once 
(for the week ending December 
17 last) since February of 1921. 

’ That means an output of withio 
20,000,000 tons of that registered 
“jn the year immediately preced- 
ing the war. 

It follows that coal-owners are 
finding markets for this coal; 
otherwise they would not raise it. 
And that is the most hopeful 
feature of the new situatign. The 
export markets are really buoyant. 
Northomberland and Durhem pits 
are firmly booked for March—in 
some cases well into April—~and 
for prompt loading the prices have 
bounded up. . 

Exactly the same features 
characterise - the South Wales 
market. There colliery owners 
haveduring the week found them- 
selvesin the extraordinary posi- 
tion of having to decline any 

" new orders for shipment duriog 
the next two or three. weeks, and 
‘wherever possible pits are being 
reopened and unemployed miners 
set to work agein. Here again 
books sre full of commitments for 
March, and orders and inquizies 
from Italy, South America, and 
India eepecially, are being re- 
ceived in increasing numbers on 
account of long dated supplies. 


All this has had an inevitable 
effect upon the financial side of 
business. Prices for export have 
strongly advanced, and best ad- 
miralty large coals are now being 
entd at 264, fd. to 27a. per ton, 
‘compared with 24s. or round 
about that figure two or three 
weeks ago. 

Knowledge that these substan- 
tially advancing prices should’put 
the collieries on a paying basis 
has strongly influenced the stock 
and share market, and values all 
tound, particularly io the cases 
of the leading companies, have 
been jumping for threes or four 
days to figures more nearly ap- 
proaching their real value. 

Finally, it sbould ba pointed 
out that this,firm indication of 
Teturning prosperity promises 
relief—aot immediste, but well 
in sight—for the miners who for 
months have been working ‘at a 
figure so low as to distress the 
minds of coslowners equally with 
their own. The new prices being 
obtained should put the collieries 


on a paying basis, and if they are,| 


as we may hope they will be, 
sustained, they will greatly ad- 
vance the wage scales, for the 
miners will get 70 per cent. of the 
price realised, beyond the equiva- 
lent tothe minimum wage, ~ |
